Know ere this you expected to have 
heard from me concerning our wel- 
come to this Towne of Hezlie, where 
now we are, and indeed I. had anſwer- 
ed both your expeRation, and mine 
owne defire before this, could I have heard bur of a- 
ny one that had gone from hence to London : I know 
you have already heard in part what friends came 
from Redding hither to viſit us, within few houres af- 
ter we came here. But to give you a full and true Re-

night we came to this Towne, where before we coyld 


get in, by reaſon the bridgs was nor quite laid down, 
we were enforced to ſtay an hqure and an, halfe ar the 
leaſt ; So ſoon 25 we were come in, aud our men gond 
to their quarters, ſome of us, amongſt, which my ſelfe 
was one, rid round to view the Towne how itlay, 
which when we had done; we- appointed 4.

mine for that night as I was eldeſt Captaine of thoſ 
char watched : I divided my Company, and ſent my 


Licutenant, with about 40, men to guard foine works 


which the Towne had made on the way to Oxford, 1 
having the reſt on the maine guard, which was kept 
in a little round houſe cloſe by the Towne Hall, 
where the 4. wayes divide themſelves ; having thus 
ordered our men, and having placed our Ordnance, 
which were but 3. in all, one of our biggeſt pieces 
towards Reading road, and the other, wiies our 


beſt, roward Oxford, and the third, which was bus 


Drake, wee planted roward the upper end of the 


Towne, by thattime this was done,it grew neerecle- 
ven of the Clocke; halfe an houre atter,being in com- 
pany with Captaine Beton, it beins my place to goe

times tobe practiſed ? Yea, it 15difficule ro ſay the 
Lords Prayer, the Creed, or ten Commande- 
ments : 'The Lords Prayer for that Petition , 
And forgive us our tveſpaſſes , ws wee: forgeve them 
that treſpalſe againjt us The Creed for rhar. Arti- 
Cle, 
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He, The Commurtron ef Sarees, whithdoth tveand 
obliege us tothe performance of all Chrittian6f- 
fices & charitable duties to thoſe who by rhe ſame 
Chrift ſeekes ſalvation,and profeſſe the ſame true 
Chriſtian Catholike faith with ns : Theren Comi- 
mandements for that precept, Thou ſhalt »ot k;0:264 
though men in ſpeculation and ſchoole diſtin@i- 
ons may ſay,that all theſe may be eaſily performed 
inthe time of war; yet our corrupt nature, which 
is farke nought in time of peace, 1s likely tobe fir 
worſe 10 warre, andif theſe times continue, I am 
afraid wee ſhall neither fay the Lords Prayer,.nor 
beleeve the Creed, nor praiſe the Commande- 
ments. And as hard it will be preparedly and 
ficably to receive the Sacraments, when wee ſhall 
dritke Chriſts bloud as on ro day, and go about to 
ſhed our brothers blond as on to morrow .

what if he gocs downe with a faggot on his backe, 
and 2 matrock oh his ſhoulder, and a ſpadein his 
hand, his defire 15 more commendable then his 
diſcretion, it being more likaly che Sea would 
{wallow him then he ſtop rhe mourh thereof. Nog 
the whole Country muſt come in, children muſt 
bring earch intheir hars, women in their aprons, 
met with handbarrowes, wheelbarrowes, carts, 
 carres, waines, waggons, all muſt worke leaſt all 
be deſtroyed. I rather inſtance in this exprefſion 
of the irruption of the Sea, becauſe I finde Gods 
anger ſo compared in holy writ, 1 Chroz. 14.11. 
David ſaid, God hath broken in2 upon mine enemies 
like the breaking forth of' waters. So when a gene- 
ra{l deluge and inundation of Gods anger feaſerh 
; upon a whole Kingdome, it cannot be ſtopt by the 
private endeavours of ſome few, bur it muſt be an 
univerſall work,by a generall repentance;all muſt 
raiſe baukes to bound ir. Till this be done, I am a- x 
fraid we ſhall have uo peace, and to ſpeak plainly 
Tam afraid we are not yet ripe for Gods mercy, 
as Gideon Fudg, 7, 4. had too many men for God 
to give Urfory to: ſo we are too proud hicherto for 
God to give peace too, many of us are Humzlzatz, 
bur few of us are Humrles. Many by theſe warres 


broughr loe, byr few made loely, {o thar we are 
D proud 
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proud in our poverty, and as the unjutt Stewar 
{2id,to Lee 7 am aſamed,to we are too itout rhogh 
halfe ſtarved ou the bended knees of our ſoules, 
with true repentance, to crave pardon of God 
for our ſinnes, which ill ir be done, we may dil- 
comrſe of peace and ſuperficially deſire it but ne- 
ver trucly care for it, or can comfortably rc 
CcLVE lt. | 

29 Andindeedavee may take forcible motives 
from our owne maſeries , to endeavour peace by 
all poſſible meanes ; for look upon the complexi-- 
en of the warre,' and doth it nor look of a moſt 
ſtrange and different hue from other warres. The 
wars of Germany (which give me leave to lay if 
we had pittied by the proxie of a true Simpathy, 
we had never ſo ſoon ſuffered them in our owne 
perſon) were far lighrer affliction then ours. In 
Germany people when hunred with warre took co- 
vert in their fenced Citries. But here in England 
we have no guard againſt wars blow, bur lye open 
to plundering and deſtruction. Germany was 2 
greatConrinent bearing ſix hundred miles ſquare, 
fo that whilſt one part thereof was mowed downe 
with warre, the otherenjoying peace, might grow 
up inthe meane time. Bur lictle E-g/and (great 
onely in her miſeries, ſevered by the Sea from 
other Countries, and by deviſions parted from 
herſelfe) is a morſell' which civill warre will 
quickly devoure. Thirdy, in Germany commanly 
they lay in Garriſon in winter and fought in ſom- 
mer; we read 2 Sam, 6.1 Aud it came to peſe# 
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the time when K ings goe forth to battell. This all 
Comments generally expound of the ſpring time; 
But alas if we inour woes were Azt:p0des ro all 


others, our miſeries begin when others end, inthe 


winter time. Pray (ſairh out Saviour ) that your 


{iroht be not 1 the winter, zor 08 the Sabboth-day : 


winter fights woful fighrs, Sabboth wars ſorrowful 
warres, aud yer ſuch are theſe in our Kingdome. * 
Laſtly, in Germany Papiſts did fighr againſt Pro- 
teſtants, where as our inteſtine wars, are againſt 
thoſe that profeſſe the ſame Religion. 

30 Irhath been a great curſe of God upon us, 
to make a conſtanr miſunderſtanding betwixt our 
King and his Parliament ; whileſt both profeſle to 
levell at che ſame end. I cannor compare their 
caſe better than to the example of Ruben and Fu- 
dah, Gen, 27, There Ruben deſired andendea- 
routed to preſervethe life of his brother Foſeph, 
and Fadah deſired and endeavour to preſerve rhe 
life of his brother Foſeph ; and yer theſe two ims 
bracing different meanes, did nor onely crofle and 
thwart, bur even ruine and deſtroy the defires of - 
each other ; for Kuber moved and obtained.thar 
Joſeph might nor be killed, verſ. 22. And Ru- 
ben ſaid unto them, ſhed no blood, but caſt' him 1nto 
this Pit that ts in the wilderneſſe, and lay no hand 
pon him , that he might rid him out of their hand, 
to deliver him to his Father agatze. Fudah alſo de- 
ſired the ſame; burbeing not ptivie to Rubens in- 
tents, and to avoid the cruelty of rhe reſt of his 


Brethren, propounded and effeRted, that Foſeph 
ME might 
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might be ſold to the MedrartiſhMerchants,meer- 


ly fo to preſerve his lite ; and thereby he did un- 
ravell all rhe web of Rabirs defignes , and fru- 
{tratcd his endeavours. Thus when God will have 
a people puniſhed for rheir ſtnnes, hee will not 
onely ſuffer bur cauſe miſtakes without mending, 
and miſprifions without reCtifying, ro happen be- 
rwixr brethren who mcane and really intcnd the 
ſame thing ; ſo that they ſpeake che ſame mat- 
ter 1n wary and yet, be Barbarians one to ano- 
ther, as eicher not or nor right underſtanding what 
they ſay. each ro other. Thus the maiaraining of 
the Proreſtaur Religion in the purity thereof ; the 
vindicating of the lawfull Prerogative of the 
King ; the aſcertaining of rhe juſt rights and pri- 
viledges of the Parliament ; che defending of the 
dues and properties of the Subje& are pleaded 
and pretended on both ſides, as the ultimate ends 
they aimeat. Well, as our Saviour ſaid to the 


blinde man, at. 9.29. according to your faith 


be it untoyou : ſo, according to the ſincerity and. 
integrity of their hearrs whomGod knowes means 
moſt ſeriouſly, be it unto them; we wiſh them 
good viftory 11 the name of the Lard : and yer even 
herein a friendly peace were as much better rhen 
victory it ſelfe,as the end is better then che means; 
for, bleſſed are the Peace-makeys. | 
31 ObjeArons, Burt may ſome ſay, though we 
doe never ſo much defire peace, we ſhall nor ob- 
raine rhat bleſfing, which is pronounced in m

rext, for the Peacemgkers are to be bleſſed. And

it is ro befeared, that our breaches are too wide 
tobe cured, and Gods juſtice muſt have reparati- 
"n upon us.

Firſt, my hope is fouuded ou che 
multicude of good people in this land, which a(- 
ſault and batter Heaven with the imporrunit 
of their prayers. Ve read of Ptolomes Philodel- 


phus,-Kang of Egipt rhar he cauſed rhe Bible ro be

ſed be the Name of the Lord,” is as fuli as could be exprglcd, 
Many a one would have inſiſted on the one part,the Lardhath 
taken,and we ſhould have heard quickly what God-had taken: 
and he would have numbred his oxen, and aſles, and ſheep,and 
camels, and children, and health, and have aggravaicdall, and 
manya bitter complaint would have been thar-neyer man was 
{o ſpoiled, ſo ruined, fo drairwithall as he : 7o6;he 'onely faith 
the Lord hath taken, and acknowledgeth God in his croſles, 
Beſides whereas nature would have thought: of nothing but 
Tales, and we can hardiy ſpeak of ary thing clſe, 7-4 doth ac- 
knowledge Gad in his former g1{ts, the Lord gave : and- not 
onely (o, bur he blefſerh God; a rare thing for aman ſo puniſh- 
ed, {o ſuddenly bereaved of all that was dear-to him in this 
world: formerly ſo great, and rich; and ſuddenly ſo poote, and 
in his poyettie, to bleſſe God. And to ſpeak of his croſſes, with 
ſuch acalme ſpirit, 1t.is fuck a meaſure of patience, as no meer 
man ever attained unto more. And what an honour 1s it, that 
7ob madeby the malice of Satan , proverbially poore ( we lay 
as poore as 796) yet he" is made a pattern of patience; and we

moſt poore in cltare, he was rich in grace. And the holy Ghoſt 
ſaith of him, in. all. this he fnned nor, nor charged God fooliſhly: 
this was 1n the beginning. And for the latter end, upon the

a quiet condition. SO that we may conclude, 7obs ſorrow, to 
Chris the Son © ©he greateſt of any mans that ever lived. And then it isno 
of God, his WOnder:if it work very much upon him ; and if you compare 
forrow muſt the carriage of another man with Jobs, unleſle you find his af- 
alwayes be cx- fliCtion to be as great, you ſpeak not to the purpoſe.

and was not unpatiencie : unleſle he ſhould charge God of in- 
juſtice, if he had murmured againſt God as the Jews in the 
wildernefle; this had been blame worthy. 

3 Bur chirdly, we cannot clear 706 alrogether of being im- 
patient : for humane frailtic breaks out, and he having ſome- 
what more boldly pleaded, and expoſtulated with God, doth 
im the conclufgon humble himſelt before him. And it is no 
wonder, if patience 1n 1ob be foyled ſometimes,by the oppoſite 
corruption.

- injoycd then in former times : And do eſteem that above

juſt vexatious ſuites : ſpent more money then theſe Lotles a 
mount unto , they may be brought to belceve, it ts now bet- 
terthen heretofore : And we have cauſe to render thankes to 
God, and You his worthie Inſtruments, for this freedome. 

Such as have been whipe wich their Scourges, can cafilyab 
ſent rothis which wee atfitme : And aur tore-tarhers didre-

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of. It was with ſome in former times , as with 7o/ephis the

If theeves come and take away ſome 
earthen pots, or pewter, and braſſe, and ſuch like things, and - 
yetcatric away none of your gold and ſilver, no man would 
cry out that he were undone ; becauſe though he looſe ſome of 
his goods, yer his treaſure remains. Heathens accounted their 
riches to lic in the yertues of the mind, which made the Phylo- 
ſopher inthe taking of the Citie, when his houſe was ranſackr 
- among the reſt, and he loſt all that was found therein; yer he 
comes out imertily among them that lamented their loſſes, and N my WW 
laid he had loſt nothing. And te gave this for a reaſon, thoſe fecir Fanta 
things are not mine to be numbredamong my goods, which ;xcenr. ſpec. 
 atecaſuall and ſubje to fortune;and if a Heathen,much more moral. . 

a Chriſtian man may rejoyce, becauſe his taith. and hope of Ubi fortune 
heaven.cannot be taken away : his riches lic in Chriſt, his trea- — p 
{ure is laid up 1n heaven, and no malice can reach that. Na _ En 
troubles turcher our taich and intereſt in Chriſt, for it befalls ,,zemw ati- 
them thatare going to heavenward, as it happens to children, quidin nobis 
who being ſent of an arrand, if they mect with nts, or flowers me ipfs ? —_ 
by the way, they loyter, and make no haſte homeward, bur _ mo

men in peaceable and quiet conditions, they make not ſuch yu. ?1-r. de 
"alte to heaven- ward , but if adveriny or perſecution _ tranquil. ents

God their heavenly Farher.; and.1n this or ſomewhat elſe he 
will makeup their loſle, for ſo he hath promiſed, Z ach. 10. 6.

I had not caſt them off, and I will bear them, [tis pecu- 
liar to mcnthat fear God, to be ſo in afflition as if they were 
not afflicted; both becauſe they are not overcome , ar forſaken in 
their trouble, 2.

19, in which place the Lotd 
comforts his people, and promiſeth ro gather rhems that were ſo1- 
rowfull for the ſolemne aſſemblies, yer,18, Andto ſave her that halt- 
ed, and gather them that,were driven out, and to get them praiſe, in 
every land where they had been put to ſhame, And for theit ene- 
 nies,this comes in, and is inſerted, 1 will undo all that affti the. 
He will not oncly impoveriſh them, or weaken their po ; 
and in part pull them down that were ſo proud and loftic, but 
he will undo them: utterly ruine them, that they ſhall neverbe 
able ro recovertheir ſtrength and glory againzthey ſhall neve! 
be ablero molelt his people again; And becauſe a man may 
undone inthis world, and be brought down: and yetnot mile- 
rable: for God may pitic him, and comfort himstherefore _ 
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meh (hallbe hated'of God; andinor onely puniſhed openly be- 
*fore men ; birt a {ceret! cute: and>piague-thall 'conſtime them, 
andthat in a fearful} maimery as yourhave itin; Zach; 1415. 
This fall be the plagne of all them that fon ht age inft Jeruſalem, 
the Lord will forte rhews that their fl:ſh ſhall conjume away: while 
they 2nd wport rhogr feet, and their tyes ſhall conſunc away 11 1higr 
holes; and their tongue ſhail conſume away in their mr mth .\ |; © 
if the proud tmſolentadyerfitics of Religion would think

2 Ignorance of the fault not judging aright, or (elf love ag- 
gravating the offence done to aur (elves, makes mcn unrealo- 
nable in their puniſhments: but none of theſe fall upon Gog, 
and therefore he cannot erre, in any of his ations. 

Obieft, Bur hath nor God afflicted his ſervants exceedingly, 
even more then.they could undcrgo, paſſing their ftrengthand 
abilitic tobear.? Paxls rronble in Aſia Was above his ſtrength, and 
be was preſſed out of meaſure. 

eAnſ;\xFo which] anſwer, that he met with unreaſonab(c 
mcn who knew no meaſure, and his affliions were aboye ſus 
ſtrength, as he was a.man conſidered by himſelf ; but God did 
more then ordinarily affiſt him, and he was able to do all thing: 
through ( brift that firengthened him, Phil, 4,13. And in 
words before he ſpeaks ot being abaſed, and being in want: ſo 
that by his own ſtrength he could not, but by a derived power 
from God, he could bear hiscroſſes. And God hath vouchſs 
ted toa Chriſtian man, more ſtrength then 2 naturall man,and 
Onc.can do more then another. And to ſome that are religious, 
he oennce ſo much ſtrength as to others : but when they are 
dcligned to extraordinaric labours, and alſo to ſnffer more 
thcnordinatic, then God encreaſerh their power. 1/a, 49.29: 
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21. He giveth ftrength unto kim that fainteth, and unto him that 
bath none, he pane might; they that wait npon the Lord ſhall re- 
new their ſtrength ; they ſhall run and not be Wearie, they ſhall Wwalke 
and not be faint, Jets muchto walk andto run the race of Gods 
commands, it 1s more to be able todo that, and carrie a heavie 
_—_ and moſt of all, ro do both the formcr, and not be 
faint and weatic; and though we cando none of rheſe of our 

ſelves, yet God hath engaged himſelf to enable us to all. So 

that it is all one, whether our burden be lighter, or our pati-' 
enceſtronger; and ſolong as God proportions our calamirticsy 
roour ſtrength, we may Ray he afflits not too much. 

Neither will he afflict too long, we ate apt to cry, how long» 
and alittle time ſeems long : bur God that-intends our good, 
mult rake a time anſwerable to his own intentions. Great cor- 
ruptions, and dangerous diſeaſcs, that have long ſetled upon 
ware not ſuddenly removed ; and though the Phyſirian finds 
the diſeaſe weakned, and waſted, yet he will not ſuffer -his Pa-' 
tient to return to his former diet, and imployment; but wall ſtill 
keep him under his direQtions, to confirm his health , till the. 
humours be ſertled,'and his ſtrength fully recovered. And ſo. - 
doth God by his ſervants, which makes him «& take a longer 
time for the work ; but it nothingelſe hinder, ordinarily che 
time of ſoxrow and atfliftion is but ſhort : ſometimes called a

- And that we may ſee the peculiar comforts of Gods peopte 
the more clearly, let us conſider what can be ſaid of evill men; 
and it is true alſo of them,that their ſorrow ſhall neither be too 
much, nor too long, bur 1t 1s in adifferent ſence, onely in te- 
gard of their deſert; tor God will do them no wrong to lay 


,, more inmeaſure or continuance then they have deſerved. But 
; he hath no regard to proportion their calamities to cher 
+ {trength and abllitic, nor doth he intend their good, but the 


Slory of his juſtice; and therefore to them there are not the 
{ame grounds of patience ; and if you ſhould viſit one, if he 
were known to be hated of God, you could hardly bid him be 
patient and ipeak good ſence. For what good could ye oppoſe 
againlt the evili he endures, for he neither in a good caufe, nor 


na god manner, doth ſuffer what is betallen him; nor can he | 


look tor comtort, nor expeCt an end, nor can ye ſpeak to him; 
asmenuſetodoto friends when they are fick, and bid him be 
of good cheare,and that there is hope that he ſhall ſhortly 
corne Gut of trouble, and though irbe ſharp , yer it, is like if 
will be ſhort; none of thele are rrue if ſpoken! aneyil ina 
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For the ſorrows of this world, are but as the leaves in compa- 
riſon of the trees, that will fall. upon him hereafter, and the 
great aggravation of his trouble 1s that God is his enemie, and 
will ſhew hins no favonr,Fer.16.13.to ſome of the Jews that went 7+ is 1 cutting 
'ntocaptivitie God ſhewed much favour, bur others had none. ſpeech, and fit 
at all, Let me go into the darkeſt dungeon , nay into hell jt vic fben. 
elf it God promiſe to ſhew me fayour, rather then be ſent to Oo prvity- 
the eaſieſt priſon, or fall into the hands of the mildeſt keeper 
without his favour. 7o/eph found favour in priſon, ſodid Da- 
wel inthe Lyons den, and the three young men in the fherie 
fornace, and it was caſic to perſwade them all to be patient, for 
God did not onely honour them, but aſliſt them ina ſpeciall . 
manner; that they received much good by their afflictions, 
and came out with much honour,and God himſelf was glori- 
oully made known to many, by the manifeſtation of his mer- 
cietothem, But cyill men find no favour at all , if rhey be af- 
fliited it is in anger 3 if the judgement be removed, it is not in 
mercie and fayour to them , and in what condition ſoeyer 
they are in, they have no ground of contentment and pati- 
(c.- 

But while I am diſcourſing of patience, leſt by being too 
-_, I put you out of parieace, therefore I will now turn my 
ſelt ro application. . 

For inltruCtion, let me inform and adviſc you to take notice U/e x, 
of your want, you need patience, and it may be your wiſdom | 
toendeayaur the ſupply of your want , elſe you cannot wait 
upon God in the way of his judgements. He that hath feweſt 
troubles, and the miideſt nature, yet hath need of patience; we 
are ſoon weary of the lighteſt burdens, and ſoon moved with 
the leaſt injuries: and being once our Of tuve, weare hardly. re- 
duced to a quiet temper - And though good natures are not {0 
loon moyed, nor doth their anger - oon turn to ranker and | 
malice againſt an adyerſaric, yet nature having no ſupernatu- 
rall ——— in it, paticnce mult be a work of grace or clle we 
ſhall not bear much.

This day by letters brought from Londonit was advertiſed, 
_ thatlarely there was a motion made inthe bouſe of Commons 
for the diſſolving of the Cloſe Commirtee; but that upon debate 
thereof it was at laſt concluded and agreed upon (which was 
the onely matter aimed at) that ſach as had beene added to it 
- fincethe firſt eſtabliſhment ſhouldbe taken off,and none burthe 
firſt originall number ſhould continue in it: that is to ſay,the 
Earles of Northumberland, Eſſex, Holand,and the Lord Say tor 
the upper Houſe; Pym,Hamden, Hollis, Strode, & toure more for 


the houſe of Commons: And that they did reduce it to the firft 


number upon theſe regards, partly becauſe that many of the ſu- 
pernumerary Lords were ſuſpeRed to be turned Malignants, 
Partly the multitude of thoſe who iwere laſt admitted, made it 
To be a Common and no Cloſe Committee; but principally that 
fome of the fourc Lords being ſeldome there, and one perpetu- 
ally abſent, che others who are moſt concerned, ang very dili-

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geht intheir attendance might act all the bufineſſe}.. 
It was ſignified alſo in the ſame letters,that Ald ani 
and foure others deputed from the City, came th 
the houſe of Commons, andbrought with them Ads 2» 
eed on inthe Common Councell, which they tendred tothe 
oule at their deſires, I. Thatthe Army might be recruited,

their eſtates ſeized on,and their perſons ſecured, Andthis they 
did the rather inſiſt upou, inregard that on the hopes thereof, 
when it was firſt propounded to-them, they had advanced 
toooool for the uſe of the Parliament, Ard 4+ that the mem- 
bers of that houſe ſhould raiſe 20000! amongſt themſelves, to- 
wards the 60000' demanded of the City as a prefcnt loane. On 
the recitall of which As, though it was hotly urgedby ſome, 
that theſe demands anddireRions and limitations werebur fo 
many breaches of thePriviledges of Parliament, which they ſee» 
med to be ſo zealous of; yer others ſceing the neceſſity of hol» 
ding faire compliance with the Citizens to advance their ends, 
did ſo ſway.the matter , that thankes was giventhem fortheir

There had beenea report ſome two dayes before, but very 
doubtfull and uncertaine,that the Devon/iire Rebels had againe 
bin vanquiſhed by his Majeſties Forces in the Welt ; as if they 
held their land there by no other Texwre then by being beaten 
oncea weeke. This day thatnewes was ratified and confirmed 
for truth : it being advertiſed from thoſe parts by good intelli. 
- gence, that the Rebels-after the lalt defeat , when they retrea« + 
ted back to Totmeſſe, ( as before was told ) were by the fame 
Arts, as before, compelled to keepe together inabody, and 
try their fortune onece againe on the Corn/p Army : that be» 
eng come withintheir fight, Sir Feh» Barkelty by the appoint= 
ment of the General], charged upon them moſt couragiouſly 
with 500 horſe,killed many of them in the place,and put them 
to ſuch diforder that they were rowted in an inſtant; that 
being fo rowted and diſordered, they were purſued by the 
Conquerours, and execution done upon them, as long as they 
hadeither powder or ſhot to charge their pieces: that in re- 
gard there was ſo generall adefeR of Aminunition (great ſtore 
of which was ſpent in the fiege of Plimmonth) Sir Re/ph H, 
20n was compelled to raife his fiege, & yeeld to a Cefſation for 
ccrtaine dayes, which were tg bedetermined on Tueſday laſt; 
and finally that on the morrow after the faid agreement, there 
came by accident (if divine providence my be called ſo) a thip 
' Jaden with potyder, bullet, and all forts of Ammunition, into 
Falemouth haven, being within the command of Sir Ra/ph 
Hopten; who prefently made ſeizure of it, and by that meancs 
well enabled cither to goe forwards in his ſeige or re-charge 
the enemy, in caſe they dare adventure on a ſecond onſet». It 
was reportedat the firſt, that riecre a thouſand of the Rebels 
were at this time killed; and though there is no queſtion, but

This day Sir Peter Kiflegrew who came to Court on Weds 
nefday to His Majeſty with certaine Propofitions from the two:

ling him that it was his duty to give an accomprt and reaſon of 
his faith to every one that ask*t him ; that it concern'd his repus 
ration. not to decline-it , and his conſcience too, in as much as 
if Epiſcopacy were unlawfull,-it concerned him to uſe all faire 
meanes of converting them from what he thought unlawful; 
if it were lawful], then to give-a reaſon why he ſhould fo great»
